The comparison also is in favor of the 
French, by reason of the fact that the 
Germans now have lost the advantage of 
surprise and also because the ground has 
been torn up to such an extent that it 
cannot be organized properly. 

This information from semi-official 
sources points out that it must be de- 
moralizing to the Germans to see some 
40,000 to 50,000 corpses of their comrades 
lying before the French lines. 

Reinforcements brought up by the Ger- 
mans since the inauguration of the sec- 
ond phase of the battle on Wednesday are 
estimated here at 250,000 men, raising the 
total forces utilized by the assailants to 
more than a half million.

New York, March 


on Staten island. today ended the wan- 
€erings of Nathan Cohen, the man 
without a country.“ 
long series of misfortunes made old be- 
fore he reached his thirty-seventh year, 
died on Friday at Dr. MacFarland’s sani- 
tarium in Green Farms, Conn., after a 
career that contained dramatic elements 
recalling the tale of the Wandering Jew. 

Four years ago he came to this country 
with savings of $5,000 accumulated in 
Brazil, and put his Uttle fortune into a 
business at Jacksonville, Fla. After he 
had been swindled out of the money his 
wife eloped with his best friend. While 
searching for her in Baltimore he began 
to act strangely and was taken to an in- 
sane asylum there. 


Travels Far on $45 Ticket. 

He was ordered deported to Brazil under 
the alien act, which makes it obligatory 
for the company that brings an immigrant 
here to return him to the country from 
which he emigrated if he becomes a pub- 
lic charge within three years of his land- 
ing. The Lamport & Holt Mner Vasari 
took him to Rio de Janeiro, but the of- 
ficials there refused to permit him to land. 
Efforts to leave him in other countries 
met with similar failure, and he was re- 
fused reéntry here when the vessel re- 
turned to the United States. 

For two years he roved the seas on the 
Vaeari, traveling 33,740 miles on his orig- 
inal’ steerage ticket, which cost him $45. 
It began to look asif Nathan was destined 
to be one of the permanent fixtures of the 
ship when in March of last year he was 
brought back once more to this country.
